x Garcia tracked it down, and was 
consequently able to produce the 
first critical edition of the poems, 
to which he adds an intelligent and 
perceplive commentary. 

The Repertorio, here published 
for the first time, is a chronicle of 
Spain from the beginnings to 
Escavias’s own day. It draws on 
a variety of sources (carefully tabu- 
lated by Dr Garcia) and, in the Iater 
chapters, on eye-witness accounts 
including the author's own. ‘Though 
e can be credulous, as when he 
includes patently fictitious stories 
about the Cid, and though he does 


not draw on archival mutertal (un- 
like the earlier yet technically more 
advunced = Pustuguese — chronicler 
Fernio Lopes), he is cnucerned to 
interpret as well-as to tiurrate, and 
the growing emphasis on Andalusir 
and on economic history gives his 
huok a personal nute. 


Here we haye history: written by 
a soldier and administraror who 
knows how things work.

In the face of all shis_mnterinl, 
it js embarrassing to reflect that 
Pedro de Escovias seldom appears 
In histories of literature, but we 
shal] all know better jn future. 
He is not a great writer, but he 
is a good and intcresting one, and 
his life is of equal interest. Now 
we have the life described and 
evaluated by buth Pr Garcin and 
Professor Avalle-Arce, the docu: 
ments published by the latter, and 
the poems and Repertorio skilfully 
edited by Dr Garcin (a good edi- 
tion of the Hechos was published 
by Juan de Mata Carriazo in 1940). 
scavias is revealed in his true 
stature, and the history of late 
medieval Spain ts enriched. . 
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
